They cannot be blended with 
conventional types of screen process extenders or 
colors. Under certain atmospheric conditions, 
squeegee pull may be eased and too rapid drying 
may be prevented by adding a small amount of 
Kem Reducer No. 88 or De-bloomed Kerosene. 
These are the only reducers required or recom- 
mended. 


APPLICATION 


DAY-GLO Screen Process Colors can be used 
through any type of screen process stencil and 
No. 10XX or coarser silk is suggested. 


DAY-GLO Screen Process Colors must be 
used according to label directions only. 
Extension with bases as customary with conven- 
tional colors is impossible due to translucent 
character of the DAY-GLO Screen Process Colors. 


They must be applied over a white base. 
White pre-coating is essential when applying on 
inherently dark colored areas. (S-W Poster Color 
white is recommended.) 


DAY-GLO Screen Process Colors invariably 
show to best advantage when surrounded by back- 
grounds or areas of black or other dark, contrast- 
ing colors. 


SCREEN PROCESS FIRE ORANGE 


DAY-GLO Screen Process Colors dry to touch 
in 30 minutes under normal conditions, however, 
in two-coat application 8 hours drying time should 
be allowed between coats. 


For exterior use we recommend that support 
materials be limited to paper, cardboard or sign 
cloth since DAY-GLO Screen Process Colors will, 


under average conditions, withstand only 30 days 
of exposure to sunlight. 


Where not exposed to sunlight, more permanent 
support materials may be used if desired.

LIFE EXPECTANCY 


One thick coat of certain DAY-GLO Screen 
Process Colors will withstand 30 days outdoor 
exposure even in extreme summer sunlight. Others 
require two coats (see labels). 


When used inside only, the fluorescent effect 
and depth of the color is retained for a much longer 
period but the proximity to sunny windows, etc. 
will affect it to a certain extent. The variables to 


be considered prevent a definite statement of 
durability. 


The shelf life of DAY-GLO Screen Process 
Colors in original packages, properly reclosed, is 
stable. They deteriorate only when exposed to 
sunlight, although if subjected to extreme heat 


eventually be affected.
